ENOW, CHURCH & CO.'S VIEWS,

Some Peenliar Conditions Prosented by the
Toonl Sltuntion In Trade.

Albert Andriano, local superintendent for
Snow, Church & Co'/s mercantile agency,
writes:

“The cold snap during the early part of
the week had guite a pefoeptible effect on
retall business at Omuha, resulting in an
Incrensed demand for fall goods In all Hnes
of business. In wholesale [ines there is
Httle ehange In the sltuation. Dry goofls
el report business very good, stating thuat
the first days of this month have thus far
even excecded the corresponding days of
September, It Is expected that business In
this line will show up wvery well for the
firat half and fall off somewhat during the
latter part of this month. The offer of the
Commercial club for free  transportation
closes on the th of October. Miny mer-
chants who opposed this move when first In-
stituted now admit s benefits, oot and
ahiow dealers also state that business has
heen very good thus far this month, and
the same moay be sald of clothing manufne-
turers and grocers.  In farniture lines busi-
ness 18 only fale. In hate and enps 1t Is not
extri good, and lumber dealers complain of
poor business,

“As an Indication of the decreiase in val-
wok the statament ik made by o local house
to the effect that thelr shipments lnst month
In bulle of gomls were far in excess of those
of the lorgesat months sinee they began sl
ness, but that In amount of monsvy ey
fell somewhat short of the same period, In
dry goods n decrease In price averis
e o is a falrly conservative
n hardware lindg, nlso, there has been o very
perceptible decreass In price, estendine over
a perlod of yenrs, Wire nalls, Tor Instunce,

“The increase of business In some lines of
trade I8 caslly aceounted for, and yet It 1s
a strange condition that presents itself ot
this time, a4 very good trade Inp some lines
and o very poor trade In others, There 18
no dopbt that the fallure of «ropa In this
atate hns In a measure reverted to the
benefit of loval jobbers,  Many retndflers ne-
austomed to purchasing thelr poods in the
easlern markets are buying in Omaha, Eii-
cournged by these conditions local jobbers
have In some Instinced sigoroasly pushed
trade and lurgely extended Lthele taritory.
Omaha dry goods houses are now doing
business on quite o respectable sodle, an far
west us Lhe coust, recelving Uberal orders
from Washington, Oregon, aml other west-
ern stiates,

“Affabrs in this country abpear to be In
the best poxsible condition, as In many cases
merchants have anticipated their bills, nnd
In most Instances have token advantage
of the best discounts,

* This tradé I8 pecullar’ sald a leading
Jobher recently. "Travellng 4 more expen-
sive, the distances from one polnt to an-
other are grent, and it havdly pays to keep
a miun in this territory all the time. We
have worked our trade mast successfully by
making an occaslonal reip through this ter-
ritery, selling large bllls and selling gocds
right. Merchants in these states are many
of them very weilthy and do an  enor-
mous bus'ness, Others nre abooute ¥y worth-
less. Hy uaing a0 lttle diserimination and
chossing ouy customers, selling them right
wrd remiining satistied with a small murgln,
we have buht up & very satisfactory trade
In this terrltory, ang lose very lttle on
bad necounts.’

*The complaint s freguently heard that
It 8 too expensive (o do business so far
from home, hut the foregoing opinlon shows
that there ls more than one way In which
It can be done. If other jobbing towns have
found it profitable to do business in that ter-
ritory, there |l no ria on why Omahi gyould
not,  Af merchants here become cognizant
of this faot and push business more lib-
erally, thelr trade will Inorease, and with n
the importance of Omaha as a jobbing cen-
ter. Every travellng salesmoan who Invades
new tervitory advertises Omahn and Cunaha
houses, and It only depends upon the man-
ner In which trade I8 handled us to how
grent will be the Influence of this city in
that territory.”

COMMERCIAL AND FINANCIAL

Firmness Oharaoterized the Principal Bpecu-
lative Markets Gonerally Yesterday,

WHEAT BEING LARGELY FED TO STOCK

Recolpts at Primary Poluts Relloved to In-
dicato that the Artlele s DHsnppear-
lng at s Bapld Rete—Btocks
nod Bonds.

CHICAGO, Oct. 6.—~Trade was firm on
‘thange today, and firmness characterized the
prineipal speculative markots. Wheat galned
e an the result of the day's business. Corn
rose 1o per bu, for October delivery and 3o
for May, Oats ar¢ without change and pro-
vistons higher, Diminlshing recelpts helped
wheat, and the other markets sympnthized,
The hogs inslgt upon being serlously consid-
ered asm an Important feature In the wheat
situation this season, and it was because of
their forcing themselves prominently Into
notles that the market for that articls im-
proved. Exports for wheat and flour, bath
connts, wero likewise n supporting element
at the start, but the hog matter was much
the more important., A conscrvative estimate
baged upon the figures supplied by the stock
yard firm which collected statisties upon the
fending of wheat to hogs suggested a possl-
bility of 10,600,000 bu. per week belng at
prisent used for that purpose, [f the article
in disappearitg In the manner referred to, In
a few weeks at most the reosipts will give
conclusive evidence of It. It was apparent
today that the holders thought the indieations
are already pointing In that directlon. The
amount recelved at primary markets today,
including Kansas Oity, amounted to 899,000
bu,, of which 610,000 bu. wers at Minneapolis
and Duluth, That leaves only 189,000 bu. as
the aggregate of all the other pritary mar-
ket receipts, Inoluding Chicago's. The clear-
ances from both codsis for the week were
4,430,000 b, compared with 2,662,000 bu, last
weel. Tha Minneapolis and Duluth receipts
In carloads were 862, compared with 980 a
year ago. The cables were of various charae-
ter, The Liverpool was quoted steady, but
Parls and Berlin lower; a dispatch from an
exporter &t Baltimore, however, reporied
Antwerp and Germany asking offors of wheat,
Business in the pit was dull and the trading
without special featuro. The general tons
was firm, and December clomed at G4c and
May at iit4e. December opened at 63%0 and
fluctuated between those flgurea and 545,

Corn  recelved but moderate altention
tlon, the market rullng mueh Joss
actlve. The feeling was fairly  firm,
but there were only SR ears In to-
day, and this created a steady opening, but
on a little reallzing by local longs, carried
prices down %%e, the trade belng of Lhe even-
Ing-up order, the prices afterwards advancing
Me o %e, changed some, held steady and
eloged nt b1%e. There was a moderats eall
for October, pnd it was gencrally held st
from e to Bke premium over May. May
was moll early by some larger shipplig and
private wire concerns, but later the eurly
sollers turned buyers and steadled values
The estimnted arrivals for Monday wers light
at 66 ecars, and these had n strengthening
tendency.

In outs but a very small amount of stuff
changed hands, and with a very narrow ringe
of prices the markel ruled dull throughout
the entire session. There wus no disposition
to trade either way. May started steady at
e, sold off to 33%0, and continued easier all
day untll just previocus to the close, when
34e was agaln pald, and the market rested at
that price.

Provisions started woeak, but immediately
bogan to gather strength and rose gradually
In sympathy without n great deal of business
passing, and closed at a falr advance In
prices. Hog receipts were 9.000 head, and
26,000 hoad are estimated for Monday, Com-
pared with the closing prices of the day be-
fore, pork la 12%e higher, lard T%e and rlbs
10e¢ higher. Frelglits slow al 1%e for corn to
Buffalo and Port Huron.
